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1. Is anticipation of a conflict with the Anglo-Sexon world, the Sovicts ere 
endeavoring to prepare for it politicslly in every Field. One of the espects 
of this political preparation is to create utter confusion with reapect to 
the interval situation of the ISSR. Thus, the Soviets ere now atteapting to 
give a special Importance to the separatist movenente, and many MVD agenta 
have boon infiltrated into the leadership of these movenents abroad, These 
enissarica are directed hy Moscow to make new contacte aud to establish 
closer ties with coatacts already established with the Angle-Saxons and to 
represent the saparatiet moveamonts in the USSR as being powerful, well-organized 

aud having deep roots in the country, 


2. Moscow's instructions are besed on the following factors: 


a. Honebolshevik separatiat organizations - particulerly the Ukreinian end 
Caucasian - have existed abroad fdr a long tines , 


bo These orgenisetions have contacts and support in various countries ; 


Ge Gn the other hand, seperation ie not firnly rooted in the various levels 
of the population of the USSR, and cannot achieve a decisive success as 
& major political argument. On the contrary, Seperation ie more apt to 
be considered as an attempt to destroy the State im all ites forms fin- 
cluding the federative), ia the present aud the future, 


Because of the foregoing, Moecow considera it advisable to turn this 
situation to its own Marxist uses, particularly by mansuvering in such a 
way that in a future war, as well es in the political prepsration Phase, the 
Anglo-Saxons wil] lean not on the opposing forces throughout Ruselea, but on 
the separatist groupe. 


3. The Soviet loaders believe that if the Anglo-Baxone axe encouraged to follow 
this apperently facile line, Moscow will then hold a trump hand, for this fatal 
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error would be used to raises a new wave of petriotism through the USSR, by 
pointing up the threat te destroy the Stats. The last war clearly demonstrated 
to Stalin ar& his clique that alone a rave of patriotism (and not internationalist 
Slogans) is capeble of insuring a sucessaful conclusion to a war. 


4« Tho Soviets are perfectly aware that the threat of an invasion by the capitalist 
world terrifies npbody in the USSR, and the immense najority of Seviet citizens 
would live happily ander any capitalist. regime, Therefore, and although the 
Soviet press continues to proclaim the danger of capitalist encirclement, the | 
velled aim of this prapagands is to prove inside the country that the capitalist 
sharks are capable of anything « even of destroying Russia as a nation, Outside 
the USSR capitalist slogans and other narxist directives will ramain in force. 


5. One of the manifestations of this preparation activity is the organization in 
the three western zones of Germany of the Anti-Bolshevik Bloc of People (ABN), 
This bloc is the result of an alliance between several groups. The Ukrainian 
nationalist organization (designated as OUN), haa the loading role within the ABN. 
The leaders bf OUN ere mainly Galiciens and natives of Vestern Ukraine, whe . 
have never been part of the Russian commouwealth, In addition to the OUN, Bielo- 
Russian, Caucasian, Contral Asiatic, ani even Cossack groups, adhere to ABN, . 
This grouping creates the impression of being a powerful force with vast ramifie 
cations, In reality all these little drganizations are artificial, and with the 
exteption of OUN, have no partisans on Russian soil.
